Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1959. 

During  the  year  ] case  of  Measles  was  notified.  There  were  22 
Births,  11  less  than  the  previous  year,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  10.5  per 
thousand  resident  population.  National  Rate  was  16.5  36  Deaths 

occurred,  a Death  Rate  of  17.2  per  thousand  population.  National  Rate 
11.6  Of  the  total  Deaths  77.7%  occurred  in  persons  over  age  of  70  years. 
There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year. 

There  were  7 houses  erected  in  the  district,  4 of  which  by  the 
local  authority.  5 applications  were  received  in  respect  of 
Discretionary  Grants,  all  of  which  were  approved.  Demolition  orders 
were  made  in  respect  of  9 houses,  5 of  which  were  demolished. 

7 Houses  were  connected  to  the  Water  Carriage  System  and  Pail  Closets 
abolished,  leaving  some  22  houses  still  to  be  connected,  here  progress 
is  slow. 

The  two  Slaughterhouses  were  regularly  inspected  to  ensure  100% 
inspection  of  meat.  For  them  to  be  brought  up  to  standard,  improvements 
are  necessary,  however,  negotiations  are  taking  place  between  the  Council 
and  the  owners  in  this  direction. 

I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  Mr.  Boardman  for  his 
helpful  co-operation.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH. 

DENTAL  CLINIC. 

A Mobile  Dental  Clinic  visits  Schools  in  the  district,,  for  dental 
treatment  of  school  children. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

There  is  one  Home  Nurse  in  the  district,  her  duties  of  Home  Nurse  are 
combined  with  that  of  Midwife. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  organised  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  Help  is 
provided  in  the  home  for  cases  of  confinement,  short  term  illness  of  the 
housewife,  and  aged  and  infirm  persons, 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

GENERAL  AND  MATERNITY. 

Alford  Memorial  Hospital  provides  for  some  medical  and  surgical  cases, 
most  medical  and  surgical  cases,  are  admitted  to  Louth  County  Hospital, 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Grace  Swan  Hospital  Spilsby,  Louth 
Infirmary  and  Louth  and  district  hospitals.  Paediatric  cases  are  admitted 
to  Louth  County  and  Lincoln  County  Hospitals. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Patients  suffering  from  these  diseases  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
hospitals  at  Lincoln  and  Grimsby. 

X-RAY  FACILITIES, 

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Alford  Memorial  Hospital  and  the 
Louth  Infirmary. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  service. 

WELFARE  SERVICES. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948r  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  local  Health  Authority  to  provide  accommodation  for 
aged  and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  This 
accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  other  districts 
of  the  country.  It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of 
this  Act  during  the  year. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

There  is  no  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district,  the  nearest  stations  are 
at  Louth,  Mablethorpe  and  Skegness.  The  service  is  administered  by  the 
Local  Health  Authority. 

CHILDREN*  S ACT  1948. 

By  the  provisions  of  this  Act  certain  classes  of  children  come  under  the 
care  of  the  Children’s  Department  of  the  County  Council.  This  Department  is 
responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various  reasons  deprived  of  normal  care 
of  their  parents.
